Issue of 6.4 per cent Government of India UTI Special Bonds, 2010. 

F. No. 4(2i)-W&M/2002. — Government of India hereby notifies the issue of 6.4 per cent 
Government of India UTI Special Bonds, 2010, (hereinafter briefly described as “Special 
Bonds”) for an aggregate amount of Rs. 393 crore (nominal) on 28 th March, 2003. 

1. Eligibility for making subscription to the Special Bonds and limits of subscription: 

Only Administrator of the specified undertaking of the Unit Trust of India (hereinafter 
referred to as ‘Specified Undertaking’) shall be eligible to subscribe to the Special Bonds and 
subscription to the Special Bonds shall be limited to the extent of the amount allotted by the 
Government of India for meeting their liability on account of shortfalls in Assured Returns 
Schemes. No other person including any bank, company, corporation or any other body shall 
be eligible to subscribe to the Special Bonds. 

2. Price: 

The Special Bonds shall be issued at par, i.e. Rs. 10,000 for every Rs. 10,000 (nominal). 

3. Application: 

The Special Bonds shall be issued on application from Specified Undertaking as per 
proforma in Annexure. 

4. Form of Security: 

The Special Bonds will be issued by credit to the Subsidiary General Ledger Account 
maintained ^/ith Public Debt Offices of the Reserve Bank of India. 

5. Commencement of tenure and date of repayment: 

The tenure of the Special Bonds will commence from 28 th March, 2003. Interest on the 
Special Bonds will accrue from the date of commencement of tenure. The Special Bonds will 
be repaid at par on 28 th March, 2010. 
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6. Interest: 

The Special Bonds will bear interest at the rate of 6.4 per cent per annum. Interest will 
be reckoned from the date of commencement of tenure of the Special Bonds and will be 
payable half yearly. 

Interest on the Special Bonds will be payable at the Public Debt Offices of the Reserve 
Bank of India at Ahmedabad, Bangalore, Bhubaneswar, Mumbai, Kolkata, Guwahati, 
Hyderabad, Jaipur, Kanpur, Chennai, Nagpur, New Delhi, Patna and Thiruvananthapuram! 
Interest will be paid after rounding off the amount of Interest to the nearest rupee. 

7. Minimum amount of subscription and denomination: 

The Special Bonds will be issued for a minimum amount of Rs. 10,000 (nominal) and in 
multiples ofRs. 10,000 thereafter. 

8. Transferability: 

Notwithstanding what is stated in paragraph 1 hereinabove, there will be no restriction on 
die transfer of the Special Bonds by Specified Undertaking in favour of any other person 
including banks, corporation or any other body and the transferee of such security Would also 
be entitled to hold and transfer the same in similar maimer. 

9. Statutory provisions: 

With respect to any such matter which has not been provided under this Notification, the 
Special Bonds shall be governed by the Public Debt Act, 1944 and the Public Debt Rules, 1946 
framed thereunder. 

10. Applicability of Tax law: 

The value of the investment in the Special Bonds and the interest payable thereon will be 
governed by the provisions of tax laws as applicable from time to time. 

11. Eligibility of Bonds: 

The investment in the Special Bonds would not be considered as an eligible investment 
by Specified Undertaking or the banks, other institutions including Financial Institutions, 
Corporation or any other body to which the bonds are subsequently transferred as eligible 
investment which they are required to make in Government securities in purs uanc e of any 
statutory requirement or administrative order, as the case may be.
